“I got to kiss my wife for the last
time, and now 1 am going to kill Grant
Byland and Mre. RKilgore and then I
am going to kill my wife, then will
kill myseif und put an end to us all

“Frank Gustafsion, of Pomeroy, owes
me about $40. ‘et that to bury me
and my darling wife. So will close.
May the Lord thy God have mercy on
me. OREN BAKER BYLAND."

After writing the letter he procured
a pistol and quietly. stoje to Lhe ]
where bls wife and brother were Tpon
being refused entrance he shot his
brother through the heart. He ran out
of the house and dropped dead. Not
Airding Mra.
